But the moſt conſiderable Tranſactions of this day, were the 
: Tryals of two moſt notorious Coiners and Clippers of Moneyz who 
ypon full and plain Evidence, and their own Conſeſſion at Bat, 
were found guilty of two Indictments of High · Freaſon apicec 
and indeed, is believed, they have not equals in that wicked Mi- 
ery in Eugland. They ſtampt Groats, Nine - pences, Six · pences, 
Sbillings, Half. Crowns, and Five · ſhilling pieces; no ſort came 
amils to them: and they had an Art to make a Nine · pence or Groat 
juſt new made, look as if it had been Coined theſe hundted years. 
Two Witneſſes fwore directly againſt cach of them, that they 
bad ſeverally ſeen them at work , both Coiving and Clipping , 
and produced great variety of the individual pieces, which they 
had (cen paſs through their skill and handling.

The Witneſſes had been acquainted with them, 
and deſigning a diſcovery, ſeemed to comply with them, and ſur- 
piſh them with large Money, which firſt they would Clip, and 
with thoſe Clippings and baſer Mettals, Com new Money, and 
then Clip that too to make it paſs with leſs ſuſpition Four Five» 
ſhilling pieces they will afford for twenty ſhillings good __— 
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ord twenty ſhilliogs:in Groats, of their own MatwufaQuare ,\ for 
fificen — — aud one of: them offered to teach; one 
of the Witneſſes ſuch his Trade for fix pound, and tom ä 
{cl} rate ſtamps for Coining / at Ten pound af pꝛit. Theamtier 
was ſo evident, that they had nothing to ſay forithentifelves, and 
4 ſo could mot but be both founF guilty by che Jury, of the ſeveral 
Crimes of Treaſon, where with they ſtood charged, and were acy 
cordingly condemn'd to be Drawn and Hang 44.
